He was hospitalized with a bad 
case of nerves. 
Barrientos and his fellow offi­ 
cers ousted Paz last November 
when unrest in tin mines and 
serious economic problems had 
been troubling the government 
Barrientos promised national 
elections, now set for Sept 26. 
and kept up friendly relations 
with the United States. Opposi­ 
tion parties demanded that he 
resign as head of the military 
junta if he runs for president. 
To date, Barrientos has refused.

Voluntarism 
vs Force

There were two bills before 
a committee of the Nebraska 
Legislature a few days 
ago 
which 
would 
have permitted

Now I certain­ 
ly hold no brief 
for any func­ 
tion of government, but there 
is one argument which could be 
made in behalf of such mea­ 
sures. namely, that 
the gov­ 
ernment could raise some of 
its monies by purely voluntary 
means: no man would be forc­ 
ed, as is now the case, to part 
with any of his money against 
his will for the support of gov­ 
ernment functions. A man could 
put down his SS with the knowl­ 
edge that if he won. he would

Leaving 
aside the fact that the govern­

Such proposals as these, how­ 
ever. are not the basis of this 
article What interests me is not 
the introduction of these bills, 
but rather the reaction to them 
by some rof the religious groups 
that appeared in heated oppo­ 
sition to them The essence of 
their position was that 
'gam­ 
bling is immoral." In fact, one 
minister argued that ‘ there is 
no legitimate defense for gam­ 
bling " 
Most of the church groups and 
persons who have appeared in 
support of numerous other bills 
. . . bills which would have as 
their effect an increase in the 
amount of government and of 
tax money to support such an 
increase. Now’ let us examine 
just what these ministers are 
saying: "It is immoral for the 
government to raise its reve­ 
nues by gambling, but it is prop­ 
er for it to do so by taxation" 
But the sweepstakes and lottery 
methods of 
raising revenues 
would, as we have seen, permit 
the state to support itself by- 
voluntary payments; 
taxation 
takes just the opposite approach. 
| depriving men. by force, of their 
money for the support of gov­ 
ernment. The basic premise of 
the ministers can now be re­ 
stated: "gambling is immoral, 
but theft is not” 
By what twisted moral prem­ 
ises can men come to the con­ 
clusion that it is “moral" for 
the state to come around and 
steal money, but that it is “im­ 
moral" for it to use a purely 
“voluntary" method instead? If 
“there is no legitimate defense 
for gambling." what defense can 
be made for thievery? 
One 
minister 
characterized 
gambling thusly: “the happiness 
of the winner becomes the mis­ 
ery of the loser." At least this 
“misery" is a self - imposed 
»>ne: no man is forced to gamble, 
but does so out of choice. But 
what of the real “misery" of 
the man who has gone out and 
labored to earn a living, only 
. to have a portion of his earn­ 
ings forcibly taken from him 
— without his consent — by a 
government a g e n t ? Another 
minister argued that “we are 
• our brother's keeper." It seems 
. that the only thing these people 
are “keeping" is what doesn't 
belong to them, and frankly I 
am weary of being "kept’’’ 
I have long been of the opin­ 
ion that collectivists do not re­ 
sort to coercion simply as an 
• “expedient." only because it is 
a "faster way" of accomplish­ 
ing their ends. Instead, I think 
that most collectivists look upon 
force and coercion as an end in 
itself, as a modus operandi tor 
men who consider themselves 
too incompetent to deal 
with 
the world on the basis of their 
own abilities and reason (or 
lack of same), and who must 
resort to the gun, — the only 
“sure thing" — as a means of 
achieving their goals. After all, 
to accomplish things in a free 
market requires the use of rea­ 
son, imagination and persua­ 
sion — in abort, “ability” — and 
this is precisely what most col­ 
lectivists fed themselves to lack. 
A gun is so mud! easier and 
quicker. 
It is not too surprising, there­ 
fore, to se• these collectivists 
arguing against a “voluntary" 
method of financing government. 
After all, lf the concept of “vol­ 
untarism" really caught cat, peo­ 
ple might be able to see just 
how much more they can ac­ 
complish under such a system, 
and decide to do away with co­ 
ercion. And as ia the days of

A Close Look at Automation

There was a day, before the 
coining of the computer when 
I would have addressed you as 
“fellow executives." But now. I 
understand, the executive is be­ 
coming a victim of automation 
You and I are about to be dis­ 
placed by t h e computer Ma­ 
chines will make our decisions 
for us. 
Yet, we executives — who 
rose 
to 
our 
responsibilities 
through long careers, in sales, 
engineering, finance, production 
or marketing — are to be re­ 
placed by the technologists. This 
is the age of the technician: 
the day of the digital doctor; 
the era of autonetics, cyber­ 
netics and nucleonics. The busi­ 
ness executive is being d i s ­ 
placed by the mathematicians, 
program planners, system inte­ 
grators, 
control 
coordinators, 
and hybrid simulators — all of 
them working in alliance with 
the holy cow of this Brahmin 
industrial society — the com­ 
puter. 
According to one of your own 
eminent university ot trucago 
professors, “management is be­ 
coming a prime victim of the 
new age of information technol­ 
ogy." Apparently, all of us had 
better start worrying about our 
jobs. 
Do I worry you? I doubt it. 
Any more than you were wor­ 
ried when they called us Or­ 
ganisation Men In Grey Flannel 
Suits — or Waste Makers. Sta­ 
tus Seekers, Hidden Persuaders 
and Privacy Invaders. 
No. I think you are no more 
worried about the Age of Auto­ 
mation than was the engineer's 
beautiful wife, whose husband 
was unveiling his latest achieve­ 
ment — an electronic wizard 
called the Automaton. 
This Automaton was the most 
sophisticated computerized ma­ 
chine ever designed It had a 
revolutionary new d r u m of 
printed circuitry to store a tril­ 
lion items of information. Its in­ 
ventor had adjusted the tubes, 
transistors and tapes, calibrated 
the controls down to a micro­ 
millimeter of measurement — 
and fed in data permitting the 
Automaton to play checkers and 
chess, speak and translate six 
languages, compose music, and 
TV’ scripts, play the violin, 
solve logistical problems of na­ 
tional defense — and. finally, 
the ability to reproduce its own 
kind. 
Bringing his wife into the lab­ 
oratory, and folding his arms 
proudly the engineer command­ 
ed: “Now. Automaton, show us 
how you can reproduce your­ 
self!" 
The Automaton, looking with 
longing admiration at the engi­ 
neer's wife, replied: “Not un­ 
less you make it as interesting 
for me as you have for your­ 
self.” 
You and I know the real need 
for automation. We know that 
the more automation in our so­ 
ciety, the more goods we can 
produce, and the more com­ 
modities we can place within 
reach of more people. Automa­ 
tion must expand if our nation 
is to prosper — if we are to 
maintain our ability to compete 
with the other industrial nations 
of the world. 
You and I know that our 
economic progress would have 
been impossible without ou r 
constantly improving technolo­ 
gy. of which automation is an 
important part. Since 1850. the 
population of the United States 
has grown about 8 times, jobs 
have increased more than 9 
times and goods and services 75 
times. With the technology fos­ 
tered by a free economic sys­ 
tem — jobs multiply faster than 
people, and goods and services 
multiply faster than jobs. 
In MOO. nine farmers were 
able to produce food for them­ 
selves and one person living in 
the city. Today a single fann­ 
er using modern machines and 
fertilizers, produces e n o u g h 
food for himself and SO others. 
It is an astonishing fact that 
if we went back to the farm­ 
ing methods of MIO, it would 
take every man and woman in 
our country, working 48 hours 
a week, just to feed us in the 
style to which we have be­ 
come accustomed. 
As a matter of fact, a na­ 
tion s standard of living can be 
thought of as being inversely 
proportional to the percentage 
of its labor force required to 
produce food. 
Compare our 7 per cent on 
the farm with Canada’s IO per 
cent, West Germany's 13 per 
cent, Japan’s IS per cent, Rus­ 
sia’s 39 per cent, India’s 70 per 
cent 
and Communist China’s 
*7 per cent. 
So it is easy to see w h a t 
technological progress on the 
farm has done for our p*mplf 
It has released t h e m f r o m 
toil an the toil end freed them 
to wpply additional foods and 
•a r r a s - and tans e higher 
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how this same process bene­ 
fits industry — and benefits em­ 
ployment. too. For the men who 
is out of work, unemployment 
is a frightful thing Reason cen 
seldom reach him He is be­ 
yond argument, and he is afraid. 
Some people like to play upon 
this natural fear. They declare 
that 
automation 
is 
a major 
cause of unemployment — and 
they are proposing all sorts of 
methods to "control" it. or "di­ 
rect" it to so-called "socially 
desired" ends 
But you and I know that im­ 
proved methods of production 
do not create true unemploy­ 
ment 
They do not unemploy 
labor — they redeploy labor— 
and in the long run. they pro­ 
vide a more comfortable, more 
healthy and more enjoyable life 
for us all. 
Unemployment 
Implies that 
there is not enough work in 
the world to be done The re­ 
alities of life deny this 
The 
world is crying for work to be 
done. There are endless wants 
to be satisfied 
No. 
the 
real 
danger 
In 
automation 
and 
technological 
change does not lie in perma­ 
nently reduced employment To­ 
day there are more auto work­ 
ers and mechanics than there 
ever were buggy makers 
and 
blacksmiths, m o r e electrical 
workers than there ever were 
candlemakers — and more peo­ 
ple making refrigerators, freez­ 
ers and air conditioners than 
there ever were ice men 
No. the real danger, as I see 
it is this: We are approaching 
the rich rewards of automation 
like Damocles approaching the 
banquet of Dionysius — with a 
two - edged sword hanging over 
us by a hair This sword is the 
real danger in automation 
Our edge of the sword is the 
danger of automation controls, 
forced upon us by labor unions 
or government — controls which 
could tie injurious to both em­ 
ployment and to our economy 
generally. The other edge of the 
sword is the danger of inaction 
meeting its full responsibility 
in the automation process. 
Let s look at the first sword 
edge — automation controls. 
This danger may be closer than 
we think’ Under current legis­ 
lation. a high level Federal 
Commission will soon start to 
study automation "If we have 
the brainpower to invent these 
machines." it was said, "we 
have the brainpower to make 
certain they are a boon and 
not a b a n e to humanity." 
This implies the very real 
possibility that improved 
ma­ 
chines and technology’ could be 
a bane to humanity. Do we 
really think so’* Yet that unjus­ 
tified assumption provides the 
engineering, finance, production 
excuse for legislative interfer­ 
ence into the automation proc­ 
ess 
This theory also provides the 
excuse for labor union claims 
upon managements' r i g h t to 
manage. It encourages a de­ 
sire to arrest progress and keep 
things as they are 
Witness this remark by a rep­ 
resentative of the typographical 
union over a New York radio 
station 
"We do not question 
management’s right to improve 
productivity, but we also insist 
that humane considerations re­ 
quire keeping employees in their 
present jobs." This sounds in­ 
nocuous. but how far would our 
standard of 
living 
have 
ad­ 
vanced — if the candlemakers. 
blacksmiths, lamplighters and 
ice men of 50 years ago had 
been "kept 
in their present 
jobs?" 
I wonder if the typographical 
union has in mind an extension 
of their wasteful work rule in­ 
volving 
the 
composing 
of 
"bogus" newspapers ads, by set­ 
ting type which is immediately 
scrapped without being used?— 
somewhat 
like 
the musicians' 
union, which requires payment 
for performers who never play: 
or the motion picture union 
which 
requires payment 
for 
stand-by ‘ operators’ who do not 
operate projectors or the rail­ 
road union whose “firemen" 
serve time on locomotives with 
no fire to tend. All this pay for 
no work imposes needless cost 
upon our real workers 
and 
upon American consumers. 
This tendency to look upon 
automation as a bane instead 
of a boon, brings forth the most 
visionary attempts to direct or 
influence technological progress. 
The new Commission on auto­ 
mation hopes to “identify and 
describe the impact of technolo­ 
gical and economic change on 
production and employment; in­ 
cluding new job requirements, 
and the major type of work dis­ 
placement, both technological 
and economic, which are likely 
to occur during the next ten 
years; the specific todurtries, 
occupations 
and 
geographic 
areas which are most likely to 
be involved.” 
I have no quarrel with the 
right and Arty of our govern- 
maut la inquire toto social Md 
economic problem wens How 


ever, this attempt to analyze 
the future. It seems to me. calls 
for a magic in forecasting that 
all of the computers in 
the 
world could never provide As 
fast as computers may be —the 
minds of free Americans are 
faster. Show me # a computer 
that can keep up with all of 
the little computers that are 
whirling every milli-second in 
the minds of 192 million free 
thinking Americans — and I will 
let it challenge the engineer s 
Automaton. 
It is freely expanded automa­ 
tion. not controlled automation, 
that permits one man today to 
do the work of 5 men a cen­ 
tury ago Has this caused re­ 
duced employment’’ It Ila.: \-v.‘ 
Today the percentage of our 
people gainfully employed is 
greater than it was a centon, 
ago. 
So this, in my view 
Ic one 
of the real dangers in automa­ 
tion: the danger that we in pri­ 
vate enterprise will stand by 
while others act — while others 
mistake 
automation as th e 
prime cause of unemployment— 
and attempt to ' cure" unem­ 
ployment by trying io control 
automation — and all this in 
the guise of “solving the prob­ 
lem of unemployment " 
Now. what about the other 
edge of that sword of Damocles 
hanging over us* This edge, as 
I said. is the danger that pri- 
\ ate enterprise may not assume 
its full responsibility in the au­ 
tomation process 
We in industry have been in­ 
articulate. This must change! 
We have been our own wcret 
enemies 
Improving our tech­ 
nology and productive power. 
trying to keep our industries 
competitive with the rapidly au­ 
tomating industries of other na­ 
tions. is not enough We have 
permitted the "free riders" on 
private enterprise to sabotage 
our objectives with a flood of 
propaganda based on half-truths 
and worse. 
Who are these "free riders*" 
They are the producers of words 
— not works. They know just 
enough about our economic sys­ 
tem to sound informed without 
being informed. They are ev­ 
erywhere: some of them can be 
found in education, in labor 
leadership, in government, in 
journalism — yes. and some­ 
times in industry too! They are 
not really eggheads — they are 
scrambled eggheads. They have 
read books — but seldom have 
to balance them. They seem to 
know a lot about unemploy­ 
ment. but very little about re­ 
deployment — and certainly 
they are not noted for making 
employment. 
They 
may 
be 
newsmakers but they certainly 
are not jobmakers. 
They are the MYTH MAR­ 
TE RS — the purveyors of illu 
sion. And. as Roger Bacon said, 
they present “four obstacles to 
inquiry: the overweight of au­ 
thority, the slavery of custom, 
the dominance of popular opin­ 
ions and the concealment cl ig­ 
norance by the pretense of 
knowledge” 
These myth makers have been 
talking to the public while we 
have been talking to ourselves. 
And. because too few of us real­ 
ly knew our own case well 
enough to argue it effectively — 
we have the headaches while 
they have hogged the head­ 
lines. What are the myths these 
men proclaim? Let's look at 
three of them. 
First, there is the myth that 
automation needs to be control­ 
led — that automation can serve 
progress only 
if managment 
gives up its right to manage. 
The fact is, that automation 
can contribute to a growing 
economy best if its develop­ 
ment is managed by those who 
produced it and understand it. 
Second, there is the myth that 
jobs “have to be created.” The 
fact is, that there is always 
more work in the world to be 
done than there are hands and 
heads to do it. We should not 
talk about th e necessity of 
“creating jobs” — we should 
talk about the necessity of hav­ 
ing a free working economy so 
that jobs will continue to ex­ 
pand faster than population. 
Third, there is the myth that 
labor’s effort alone increases 
productivity. According to this 
myth, if productivitiy increases 
three per cent, than wages ought 
to be increased three per cent 
as well. 
This reasoning leaves virtual­ 
ly nothing for die consumer, or 
the investor whose capital is 
required for the very jobs that 
workers have, and die newer 
jobs they want to see “created.” 
The fact is that OO per cent 
of the gains in productivity in 
the past SO yean have come 
from improvements in technolo­ 
gy and hardware. Use workers, 
whoae productivity ta increased 
by new machines, actually have 
to work with less effort than 
they did before. 
Whan the coat savings of au­ 
tomation are totally rtatanad far 
w aft tflcraasea, Ate result ta al* 
w a y s inflation ar M M f joy 


ment. or both. The savings of 
automation should be distrib­ 
uted equitably to those respon­ 
sible — to the workers for their 
contribution to increased 
out­ 
put. to customers for the 
in­ 
creased volume of their pur­ 
chases. and to investors for sup­ 
plying 
more 
productive tools 
Thus customers, investors and 
worker* would share economic 
progress Everyone would bene­ 
fit and, what is of prime impor­ 
tance. 
employment would in­ 
crease 
Unfortunately, the advocates 
of the labor theory of productiv­ 
ity have prevailed' They have 
e<mvinced the American people 
that uneconomic wage increases 
were not really responsible for 
unemployment. They have even 
convinced their listeners 
that 
continued 
wage 
increases, 
whether supported by increased 
productivity or not. are ab­ 
solutely necessary to maintain 
what they call "purchasing pow­ 
er " 
Tile fact is that true purchas­ 
ing power depends on the value 
ti real wages, not money w?ges 
lf the increase in purchasing 
power mat results from automa­ 
tion is nullified by the decrease 
in purchasing power that 
re­ 
sults from monetary inflation, 
then workers suffer. 
Since 1945 the dollar has lost 
42 per cent of its purchasing 
power. Monetary inflation —not 
automation — is the real enemy 
of the worker. And it is mone­ 
tary inflation which has permit­ 
ted the imposition of uneco­ 
nomic wage rates upon signifi­ 
cant 
segments 
of 
industry, 
handicapping the ability of in­ 
dustry to retain workers who 
ought to be successfully rede­ 
ployed into new j*»bs. 
So we see moonlighting by 
highly paid workers while oth­ 
ers are on relief, a shortage of 
skilled and an over supply of 
unskilled labor — and wives 
working while their children 
roam the streets. This i> only 
the human reaction to the fact 
that the real purchasing power 
of the worker s dollar is being 
diluted 
All of this presents a real 
challenge to free enterprise and 
to 
professional 
management. 
This challenge can be met only 
if our business managers exert 
the leadership and professional 
ability of which they are capa­ 
ble Our right to manage our 
free enterprises is an earned 
right — not a privileged right 
It was earned — and it will be 
retained — only by perform­ 
ance. 
And that performance, like the 
skills of our workmen and the 
productivity of our machines, 
must be improved if we are to 
succeed in properly integrating 
automation into our industries. 
We executives of today — if 
we are to perform with the 
high degree of professionalism 
our responsibilities require — 
must equip ourselves to make 
wise decisions rn areas 
far 
broader and far more reaching 
than the 
immediate require­ 
ments of our business 
We 
professional 
managers 
must operate at a profit, and 
we must also operate on pnn 
ciple. We must understand the 
reciprocal relationship between 
a worker and his tools, and we 
must be able to communicate 
this understanding to the work­ 
er. to his labor union represent­ 
atives and to the public. 
We must convince everyone 
that the success of American in­ 
dustry depends upon a worker s 
freedom of mind and action. We 
must resist the demands of 
many labor leaders, who, while 
proclaiming t h e i r liberalism, 
are true reactionaries when it 
comes to their desire to per­ 
petuate archaic work rules. We 
must resist their demands to 
lock employees into seniority 
caste systems — systems that 
commit them blindly to out­ 
moded job descriptions — that 
limit the worker s output and 
flexibility — that frustrate his 
natural desire to learn and to 
produce more — systems that 
limit our rate of growth. 
A worker should be free to 
use his reason — to be flexible 
in his action. These are prime 
human characteristics. When we 
diminish the value of these hu­ 
man attributes by arbitrary 
work rules, we load the scales 
in favor of a machine, and com­ 
pound the problem of automa­ 
tion for labor, for management 
and for society. 
Wa must learn to deal with 
theta problems effectively. If 
maaagiment abdicates this re­ 
sponsibility, industrial progress 
will ba seriously retarded. An 
ever 
tocrenstog 
number 
of 
workers will ba froaao in a sta­ 
tus from which they can never 
emerge. Yes, they will truly be 
“kept in their present jobs!” 
We must convince our em­ 
ployees that automation is sim­ 
ply a continuation of the proc­ 
ess that hM titan the tanas- 
wife (run (ta wash tub lo th# 


the rug boater, and has made 
her house work far less ardu­ 
ous We must convince our em­ 
ployees of the truth that auto­ 
mation means progress for all 
people — not just for manage­ 
ment, or for the owners of busi­ 
ness. 
We must stop talkmg down 
— or "to" — our employees 
and star! talking with them. 
They are part of our team and 
they must learn that facts are 
facts and myths are myths. 
But we must do even more 
We must learn how to adjust 
our plans and production to the 
pace of technological change. 
We m u s t anticipate automa­ 
tion's requirements and its im­ 
pact 
We must learn how to 
phase' autrmation into our op­ 
erations with a minimum dis­ 
location of our employees. We 
must do our part to redeploy 
them 
I submit that new technology 
and new equipment can be in­ 
corporated into our industries 
through proper planning 
and 
through p r o p e r redeployment 
of personnel without mass lay­ 
o ff-; 
VV*' s h o u ld rn a V o avat1r»hl<> 
to our employees the training 
necessary to prepare them to 
learn new techniques, and to 
be properly equipped to handle 
the' onrush of new technology. 
I believe we can and should 
keep permanent employees in 
our organizations through re­ 
training and let normal attri­ 
tion 
absorb 
the 
manpower 
saved 
At the same time. we 
can actually increase our em­ 
ployment with the aid of a sound 
and expanding economy. 
Let me make one point clear. 
I do not say that we. in in­ 
dustry. understand automation, 
and that men in government or 
labor do not I say that there 
exists a fateful, and potentially 
fatal, misunderstanding of auto­ 
mation in prominent segments 
of government, labor and indus­ 
try. The problem is one of un­ 
derstanding — not of persons. 
It is a problem of principles, 
not of politics. 
We. in professional manage­ 
ment, in a desire to be practi­ 
cal. have tended to ignore prin­ 
ciple. yet it is principle that is 
really important to our cause. 
We appear to strive only for 
profits — and because we don't 
always really understand 
the 
principles that underlie our prof­ 
it and loss system — or, be­ 
cause we may be unable to con­ 
vey that understanding to oth­ 
ers — we fail to convince the 
public that profits make prog­ 
ress We fail to sell the prin­ 
ciple 
that 
automation, 
intro­ 
duced to earn profit, is there­ 
fore of economic benefit for all. 
It is time we stopped con­ 
fining our efforts to the selling 
of products while leaving the 
selling of principles to others. 
We had better start selling our 
thoughts and selling them fast 
and well! 
Uninformed or irresponsible 
persons are telling our employ­ 
ees the ancient myth that m a­ 
chinery reduces employment. It 
is up to us. as professional man­ 
agers. to show, and to prove to 
our employees that machinery 
replaces work but not men. 
This is a challenge to pro­ 
fessional managers as great as 
any challenge we have ever 
faced 
in finance, 
production, 
marketing or sales. 
Other nations are automating 
as rapidly, perhaps more rapid­ 
ly than we are. among them 
Russia 
It may he no exaggeration to 
say that upon our success in 
meeting this challenge m a y 
hang not only our own prosper­ 
ity but even the destiny of the 
Western World. 
lf we succeed, the real dan­ 
ger in automation will disap­ 
per, and the real values of au­ 
tomation will continue to pro­ 
vide the base of an expanding 
and free economy, for the bene­ 
fit of all.

SWITZERLAND 
To the Editor: 
This is a few gleanings from a 
fine article in the March 15 is­ 
sue of U S. News A World Re­ 
port Page 71 I have always ad­ 
mired Switzerland because as a 
small country (only the size of 
New Jersey! it has weathered 
the storms that have ruined 
larger nations and came out 
independent, and strong finan­ 
cially . with huge business ca­ 
pacity and unharmed miUtarial- 
iy. How did they do it* I think 
it was because they have never 
been tied to any other nation: 
they seem to have followed the 
advice that George Washington 
gave to our nation "Have no 
entangling 
alliances” 
They 
have natural protection by the 
mountains in their country, and 
I have read often 
that 
the 
mountains 
are 
honeycombed 
with corridors hewn and blast­ 
ed out of the rocks, and full of 
explosives that would rum any 
army 
that tried to conquer 
them. Every man is a member 
of the army, and has his wea­ 
pons with him at all times, 
and drills at intervals. 
The seven man Federal Coun­ 
cil is Switzerland's ruling body. 
They don't trust their a1! to a 
one - man President. They have 
lived under this seven man plan 
for hundreds of years. This is 
the firtt time I have read of any 
complaint and the trouble there 
now is that they have been so 
prosperous and had to get rn so 
many foreigners to help get the 
work done, that the foreign ele­ 
ment in all its forms must be 
stopped. Despite Swiss dislike 
for economic controls voters by 
a large majority, approved the 
Government's anti - inflation 
program, which includes sharp 
restraints on foreign funds and 
foreign labor, plus credit curbs 
and building restrictions. 
The Federal Council told the 
people that these controls must 
be accepted. These controls in­ 
clude a ban on foreign capital, 
forbidding Swiss Bank to pay 
interest on foreign deposits or 
to invest such funds in Swiss 
real estate or securities. Also re­ 
strictions on domestic credits. 
Banks must report on the inflow 
of foreign fluids, and must de­ 
posit such funds with the Na­ 
tional 
Baak 
of Switzerland. 
Building controls bin as non­ 
essential such things as luxury 
villas, swimming pooh. dance 
halls, film theaters, and gaso­ 
line stations. Swim firms with 
mort than tea foreign employ s , 
must cut (tate foreign labor by 
8 per cant before July I M i 
I aer cam aaah year. 


Border controls have been tight­ 
ened and foreign labor is no 
longer perm it led to change jobs. 
Some foreign residents 
not 
gainfully employed and retired 
persons have been told their 
residence permits will not be 
extended Some newsmen have 
been told to leave the coun­ 
try. Some I’ S. firms have al­ 
ready announced that they will 
leave on account of the curbs 
and more are expected to fol­ 
low. 
A government official in Bern 
explains, the average Swiss is 
beginning to realize that our 
economy is badly out of balance, 
largely because we have been 
relying too heavily on foreign 
labor, and foreign money. Since 
1959 the number of imported 
workers now exceed* 730 00n. 
n.'t counting 150.000 foreigners 
w;!h permanent residence and 
■I • - , 
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totalling three billion have been 
received since I960 The gross 
national product has increased 
by 6 per cent per year for the 
pari five year* 
A prominent 
bar.Kor said. * We must put a 
stop to immigration not only 
for economic reasons but on so­ 
cial and political grounds as 
well 
There s a limit to the 
number of foreign residents a 
country can absorb lf this limit 
is pa'*ed. the results will he 
riots and uproar, 4nd intoler­
